To the tax payers and citizens of Northumberland : 

In submitting our report for the financial year just 
closed to vour consideration, we feel that some explaina- 
tions are due the voters as to why certain measures, 
which were adopted by us at the last annual meeting, 
were not carried out by us. The little bridge so called 
near EK. F. Bean’s was reported by us, in ourlast annual’ 
report, as unsafe and it was recommended this bridge | 
be rebuilt with stone abutments, and the highway ap- 
propriation of $250 was raised for that purpose. 

When your board came to investigate this matter 
they found a deciced difference of opinion as to whether 
this new abutment should be built where the old ones 
now stand, or whether they should be moved up or 
down the stream so as to straighten Brooklyn street 
at this point. As any change of the street would in- 
volve considerable expense, and realizing if any change 
was to be made it should be done before permanent 
stone abutments were built, and having ascertained 
that the old bridge was safe for another vear, your 
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board decided to submit the matter of locating the 
bridge to the voters at the coming town meeting and 
have put an article in the warrant for your consid- 
eration. 

If the expense of breaking roads the balance of the 
wilter is not greater than usual there will still be avail_ 
able the sum of $250 from last year’s highway money 
toward rebuilding the bridge. We have made inquiries 
from practical stone masons and are informed that a 
double culvert covered with stone and sufficiently laree 
to permit the free passage of all the water that comes 
down this brook and durable for all time, can be put in 
for $500. It would appear to be in the interest of true 
economy to have this course adopted, although the first 
cost will be somewhat greater. 

In regard to the foot bridge we found that the ap- 
propriation of $200, made last year, would not be more 
than two-thirds large enough to put a roof on the 
bridge. We asked for bids from several of the local car- 
penters and the lowest one received very largely exceeded 
our appropriation. Rather than build a roof over two- 
thirds of the structure, allowing the rest to remain un- 
covered, we decided to allow the money to remain unex- 
pended in the treasury and let the voters take such 
action, toward increasing the sum, fcr this purpose, 
as they thought best. 

Owing to the surplus in the treasury last year at 
settlement, it was thought advisable to raise but $100 
for town expenses, instead of $1000 which we have us- 
ually raised for this purpose. We are pleased to be able 
to report that this surplus is still intact, although we 
were unexpectedly called upon to furnish assistance to 
several families of worthy poor to the amount of nearly 
$400. Wewould recommend that town expenses for 
the coming year be paid from this surplus, and only a 
nominal sum raised tor the purpose. We would further 
recommend that any appropriation made for sidewalks, 
library, school supplies and extra highway money, 
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(above the usual amount) be taken wholly or in part 
from this surplus. | | 

In the absence of any report from the library trus- 
tees we feel constrained to againaskfor your thoughtful 
consideration of this worthy institution in our midst. 
It is well known that several public spirited ladies in the 
village are engaged in an earnest effort to raise funds to 
erect a suitable building for library purposes and present 
the same to the town free from debt. It would certainly 
seem desirable that the tax payers meet the efforts of 
these self-sacrificng ladies hali way, and vote a liberal 
sum for new books and to pay the running expenses of 
the library, which will not exceed $75 per year. Other 
towns in our vicinity make much more liberal appropri | 
ations for their lbraries, although not in as good 
standing financially as we. Ours is one oi the oldest 
free libraries in the state and we hope to see the voters 
take a forward step this year, so that before another 
twelve months has gone by we can point with pride to a 
new building and its contents.

WATER COMMITTEE REPORT. 


Report of the Committee elected by the town of 
Northumberland to confer with the Northumberland 
Water Co. in regard to purchasing the system or putting 
in a new system tor the town. 


A meeting of the Committee was held at the office of 
V. R. Holmes, Northumberland, and organized. The 
following officers were elected: Clerk, W. C. Hamilton; 
chairman, C. J. Salomon, June 11, 1901. 


At this meeting a motion was made to offer the North- 
umberland Water Co. $39,500. This motion was with- 
drawn by a majority vote. Voted to abjourn to meet 
again. 

A second meeting was held on June 19, 1901, at 
Precinct hall. On motion of one of the committee it 
was voted to have each member of the committee mark 
the amount they were willing to pay the Northumber- 
land Water Co. for their system, on separate slips of 
paper, the total amount to be added and divided by 
seven, representing the number of the committee. The 
amount offered figured $252,200, divided by seven 
equalled $36,028. This offer was tendered C. C. O’ Brion 
and IF. W. McDonald as representatives of the water 
company. This offer was rejected by them. On motion 
it was voted to ballot on the price to offer the water 
company. Those in favor of paying the water com- 
pany $39,000 for their system was to vote ‘‘ ves.” 
Those in favor of giving $36,028 vote “no.” The “no” 
vote had the majority. On motion of V. R. Holmes to 
adjourn, it was voted to adjourn and meet again. 
Meeting adjourned without date. 
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A third meeting of the committee was held at 
Precinct Hall on July 18, 1901. No business was 
transacted at this meeting on account of the absence of 
V.R. Holmes. It was voted to adjourn without date. 
Meeting adjourned. 

There seemed to be a difference of opinion in regard 
to the value of this system with this committee and the 
differrence was so great that nothing could be accom- 
plished in the way of purchasing the system. 

The putting in asystem by the town was not thought 
advisable as there was an uncertainity in regard to the: 
town being able to supply for domestic purposes. After 
being advised by competent lawyers this idea was aband- 
oned. The purchase of the Moore brook by the town 
warrants a supply of waterfor fireand sanitary purposes 
if the town should conclude to put in a system for that 
purpose. 

There seems to have been an error in recording the 
vote whereby we could not proceed legally to do any- 
thing toward putting in a new system.
